History of the Home. 


The home was begun in- 18S3. 
A 


tract of 57 acres was bought with a 
frame building and a small barn. Rev. 
John Rettig and wife, of Indianapolis, 
became superintendent and matron of 
the home and moved into the farm 
house with three orphan children In 
the fall of 18S3. 


A year later the new building was 


erected. The family of orphans grew 
larger and In 1890 an addition was 
put to the building and another tract 
of land of 100 acres was purchased. 
Many Improvements were then made, 
and the farm improved to a great ex- 
tent. In 1S99 Rev. and Mrs. Rettig 
were both called to their reward and 
Rev. and Mrs. B. Ruf. of Berne. Ind.. 
were called to the position as super- 
intendent and matron. The work pro- 
gressed under their care. New farm 
buildings were put up. a steam laundry 
Installed, and the house equipped with 
a steam heating apparatus, later a 
new house built a*d both houses fur- 
nished with a central heating plant. 
Electric lights were placed In the home 
and about the grounds which were 
considerable Improved. 


The home with its land, buildings 


and equipments represents a value of 
$80.000. It Is regarded as one of the 
best equipped Institutions of Its kind 
in the country. Nearly four hundred 
children have found a 
shelter 
and 


nourishment for body and soul with 
good mental training In the home since 
its existence. The Reformed church 
has provided well for the home and the 
Fort Wayne business men and citizens 
at large have tendered their assistance 
In a liberal, unostentatious 
manner. 


Nearly two hundred local firms have 
given their advertisements in the an- 
niversary program.- 
The societies of 


the three Reformed churches of the 
city afford valuable assistance espe- 
cially at the annual celebrations.

Through His Head " 


New York. July 29.—Harry C. Pul- 


liam, president of the National League 
of Professional Baseball clubs, died at 
8:10 a. m. today after shooting him- 
self'through the head In his room in 
the New York Athletic club last night. 
Although a bullet from his revolver 
passed entirely through his head, sev- 
ering 'both optic nerves and causing 
Instant blindness. Mr. Pulliam lived 
from 9:30 last night until this morn- 
Ing. 
He became 
unconscious 
soon 


after the shooting was discovered and 
was unable to make any statement aa 
to his reason for committing suicide, 
but the deed Is generally attributed to 
111 health. 


Was at'Office During Day. 


Mr. Pulliam was in his ofl'.ce yes- 


terday attending to the business oC the 
league and went to his room 'at the 
Athletic club last evening. 
At 0:30 


o'clock a signal from the telephone in 
his room was thrown on 'the switch- 
board in the club rooms. The operator 
responded, hut receiving no call sent 
a messenger to ascertain the trouble. 


Mr. Pulliam was found lying on the 


floor, dressed only in his undercloth- 
ing, and with a bullet 'wound through 
his head. The telephone receiver had 
apparently been knocked oft its hook 
•when he fell. 
A revolver lay on the 


floor near his hand. The club's physi- 
cian was summoned, ' but there Wfis 
little he could do to" relieve his patient 
and It was evident that death would 
ensue within a short time. A coroner', 
•who 'was called, attempted to obtain a 
statement from the dying man, but 
without avail. ' To all questions re- 
garding the shot Mr. 
Pulliam, who 


was'in a semi-conscious condition, re- 
plied that he did not understand and 
asked "What shot?" He soon became 
unconscious, but later revived -a little 


. and complained that his head ached 


and asked the attendants to rub it.

Left Handed Trains. 


'" It is stated that an accident and 
consequence loss of life which. hap- 
pened about two years ago on the Lake 
Shore road was primarily the reason 
for the decision to make a change in 
t)ie system of running trains. After 
this accident the question was put to 
President Newell, the late president, 
regarding the running of trains. The 
engineer in-an investigation declared 
that 'if he could have seen the signal, 
which happened to be on the right 
side .of his' train, the accident could 
have'been prevented.
